WELL DRESSED MAN SLAIN BY 
COMPANIONS. 


AWFUL CRIME AT SAPPINGTON. 


The Victim Had Been Canning Beer 
With Four Hard-Looking Fel- 
lows, Who Have Disappeared. 


A man who has not been identified, was 
murdered near Sappington, in St. Louls 
County, Wednesday evening. The body 
was found at 7:30 p. m. The murderers are 
etill at large. 

The murder was reported to the police 
of the Carondelet District at 9 o’clock 
Thursday morning by Gus Crecelius, who 
asked the aid of the St. Louis police in 
catching the supposed murderers, Accurate 
descriptions were furnished of the four 
men who are supposed to have been impli- 
cated in the murder. 

Wednesday afternoon five men were on A& 
vacant lot adjoining Peter Seim’s saloon in 
Sappington. They were a_ hard-look- 
ing lot, but were quiet and little attention 
was paid to them. They patronized Seim’s 
bar liberally, taking turns at filling 
the bucket with beer from the saloon. 

At7 o’clock they were seen drinking. There 
geemed to be no feeling save that of friend- 
ship existing between them. The bartender 
stood in the side door and watched them. 
They had the bucket filled again and after 


they had drunk the beer they threw the 
bucket away and walked off toward St. 


uis, 

They walked northeast on the Gravois 
road. The bartender noticed that one of the 
men was better dressed than his comrades 
and appeared to be more intelligent. His 
appearance was such as to cause the bar- 
tender to wonder at the company he was 
keeping. This man was about 30 years old, 
He had brown hair and a red mustache. 
He wore a dark blue cutaway coat, gray 
striped trousers, a gray fedora hat and his 
feet were incased in a neat pair of tan 
shoes. 

Half an hour after the party had filed out 
of Sappington, George Glenz, a farmer, was 

oing to town on horseback. At a point 
hree-quarters of a mile northeast of Sap- 
pington Glenz’s horse suddenly shied and 
almost threw his rider. The farmer seized 
the reins, which had been idly resting on 
the saddle ‘horn, and jerked thé animal on 
its haunches, Then e looked around to 
see what had frightened the brute. 

Day was fast merging into night, and it 
was some moments before Glenz saw the 
object of his horse’s fright. 

Lying across the road was the body of a 
man, face downward. Glenz dismounted 
and hastened to the man’s side. 

Blood oozing from a frightful wound in 
his left side had saturated his clothing and 
had collected in a pool at his side. There 
was also a gash over his right eye and an- 
other on his chin. 

Glenz stooped and rolled the man over. 

e was not quite dead, and he moaned pit- 
eously, He was unconscious, and the 
farmer saw he had but a few moments to 
lve. He was powerless to render any as- 
sistance, and jumping on his horse rode rap- 
nd into Sappington, where he reported the 
crime. 

Justice of the Peace Thiess, William 
Sturdy, Mike Hoeltzel and Gus Crecelius 
got a spring wagon and hastened to the 
place where Glenz had made his find. 

When they arrived the man was dead. 

Under the directions of Justice Thiess 
the body was lifted into the wagon. Then 
a careful survey of the ground wag made, 
but no evidences of a struggle were found. 

The body was taken back to Seim’s sa- 
loon. It was searched, but no papers or 
anything that could lead to identification 
were found. No money nor anything of 
value was in the pockets. 

Crecelius the bartender at Setm’s saloon 
was able to give an accurate description of 
the men who were seen to leave Sapping- 
ton with the stranger half an hour before 
he was found dying. 

“There were four in that crowd beside 
the dead man,” said Crecelius. ‘I noticed 
them particularly for they had been can- 
ning beer on a vacant lot near where I 
worked all the afternoon. One was about 
40 years old, 5 feet 7 inches tall, blonde 
hair, brown mustache, and-had had both 
feet amputated. He wore a black’ coat and 
vest, both very old. 

“No. 2 is about 30 years old. He Is five 
feet eleven inches tall, slender and dark. 
Has black hair, black moustache and wore 
a black coat and old black stiff hat. 

“No, 3 is 21 years old, five feet eleven 
inches tall, stout, brown hair and smooth 
shaven. He wore a suit of ordinary gray 
working clothes and a brown slouch hat. 

No, 4 is 18 years old, fiva feet seven 
inches tall, smooth face, dark \complexion 
and wore dark clothes and a black stiff hat.

EARTHQUAKE DAMAGES. 


Summer Resort and Manufacturing 
Plant Deprived of Water.

ROANOKE, Va., June 3.—From Gilcs 
County come most astounding reports of 
damage done by the earthquake of Mon- 


day. There is a large mountain near Pem- 
broke, Va., called Angell Mountain, on the 
top of which is an extinct crater about one 
mile in length and one-half mile in width 
which was filled with water and. galled 
Mountain Lake. It has bdeen one of the 
most celebrated summer r¢ésorts in Virginia, 
hundredg of visitors annuu!ly tlocking to 
the hotels which have heen built about it. 
During the earthqueke Angell Mountain 
was rent asunder for. »bout one mile, the 
crevasse at some pvuints being five and six 
feet wide. One result of thts split in the 
earth’s crust has been the gre-:lual sinking 
of the lake, until to-dav it is reported that 
it is entirely dry.

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THRILLING INCIDENTS DURING 
LAST NIGHT’S STORM. 


BALL OF FIRE ON A TROLLEY. 


It Jumped One Car, but Struck Another 
and Caused a Panic Among 
the Passengers. 


“Were you out in that rain last night?” 
was the question everybody was asking 
everybody else Thursday. morning. 

Those who answered in the negative were 
looked upon as lucky, for it was what the 
old school darkey would call the ‘“‘wettin- 
est’’ rain that has fallen in St. Louis for 
many months. 

It was accompanied by an electrical dis- 
play that struck terror to thousands of sen- 
sitive people. 

There was the roll of thunder and the 
flash of lightning and after that the del- 
uge. For nearly two _ eng the water swept 
in a blinding sheet from one end of the 
city to the other and after that there was 
another hour’s steady, depressing downe 
pour. 

The storm could not have come at a more 
opportune time to catch the greater part 
of the city’s population out of doors. 

The day had been the warmest of the 
spring season and at nightfall there was 
no indication of an elemental disturbance. 
For the first time in weeks the evening 
air was not chill and penetrating. 


Thousands of people who had kept indoors 
of evenings earlier in the season were out 
on pleasure bent, and the street cars took 
a to the suburban resorts and to the 
circus, 

The storm came up almost without warn- 
ing shortly after 9 o’clock, and put a damper 
on St. Louis’ first attempt to enjoy a pleas- 
ant spring outing. It was nearly 1 o’clock 
when the rain ceased to fall heavily. 

For awhile the weather was extremely 
threatening. The clouds hung low and 
looked ugly when revealed occasionally by 
flashes of sheet lightning. 

Hysterical women and imaginative men 
saw in the overhead display a resemblance 
to the conditions which preceded the tor- 
nado, and an almost Insane fear seized on 
more than one party of diversion seekers. 

The most serious panic occurred on 
ee ear-coming into town about 1 
o'clock. 

The car was. struck by lightning while 
loaded down with passengers who had flied 
in alarm from Suburban Garden at the end 
of the line. Bighty persons were aboard. 
The aisles were filled and men and women 
braved the beating rain on the platform. 

Anxious eyes scanned the clouds and pas- 
sengers talked excitedly about the danger of 
a windstorm. 

They were all unconscious of another and 
more terrible danger hanging over them. 

The car had just crossed Academy avenue 
when there was a sharp clap of thunder ac- 
companied by a blinding flash of lightning. 

The trolley and guy wires overhead 
creaked and vibrated as if struck by an im- 
mense weight. 

Fear-stricken then and women on the 
rear platform looked back and saw a sight 
they will never forget. 

Bounding along the trolley wire not a 
hundred yards away came what seemed to 
be a huge ball of fire, bluish white and 
strangely luminous. 

By the time the terror-stricken passen- 
gers had crowded from the platform into 
the car the bolt struck the trolley pole. 

There was a hissing sound. Again the 
wires groaned and bent as if under an enor- 
mous weight, and a deep blue light envel- 
oped the car from end to end on both sides. 

Great tongues of fire shot in all directions 
from the controller stands on both plat- 
forms and from the overhead switches. 

Motorman Grant Talbott.had h‘s hand on 
the controller when the lightning struck 
the car. His hand was knocked away as 
though a club had struck it. He felt no 
shock, but the unseen force knocked him 
back against the door. 

The strange blue light played about the 
ear for an instant. Then the fuses blew 
out with an explosive sound. The electric 
lights in the car went out and the passen- 

rs were in absolute Carkness. hough

NEGLECT OF DUTY IMPLIED. 


Request Withdrawn After Several Ob- 
jections and a Verbal Scrap 
With Senator Jones. 


WASHINGTON, D. ¢., June 3.—Senator 
Tillman moved in the Senate this morn- 
ing that Committee oh Contingent Ex- 
penses be discharged from the considera- 
tion of the resolution for investigating the 
charges in regard to sugar speculation 
and bring the resolution before the Senate. 
* Senator Gallinger, member of the commit- 
tee, said that he objected to Mr. Tillman’s 
motion and added that the committee in 
its own geod time would make a report 
after carefully considering the matter. 

Senator Vest quoted from a speech of 
Senator Thurman regarding a demand made 
one time by a Louisiana Senator for an in- 
vestigation. Thurman said that a Senator 
of the United States had recourse to the 
courts the same as any other citizen and no 
investigation was ordered. 

Mr. Tillman said he was not concerned as 
to the charges against himself, and he pro. 
posed to have these charges investigated 
because an attempt had been made to at- 
tract attention from the fire he was build- 
ing in front. He saw no reason why any 
Senator should not want charges investi- 
gated. What he wanted was to find out 
whether the Senate or any Senator belonged 
to the sugar trust. 

Mr. Gallinger said the question was 
whether the word of Senators Aldrich ‘and 
Smith was to be taken by the Senate. He 
said the charges against the Committee on 
Finance and Senator Smith were vague and 
indefinite. 

Mr. Tilman said what he wanted was 
to bring the newspaper men before the 
bar of the Senate and put the questions 
to them, and if they refused to answer put 
them in jail. If they had lied about the 
Senate or Senators they should be punish- 
ed for contempt. 

Mr. Gallinger said there was no necessity 
to railroad the resolution through the 
Senate. 

Mr. Tillman replied that railroading was 
necessary, as Congress would adjourn as 
soon ag the tariff bill passed. 

Mr. Gallinger referred to the last sugar 
investigation and he considered it an out- 
rage that he and other Senators were 
dragged before the committee of investiga- 
tion to swear that they were honest men. 

Mr. Tillman said the necessity for swear- 
ing Senators was because a witness had 
exculpated one Senator and then refused to 
answer as to others, leaving the balance 
under an imputation. The witness had 
been sent to jail for refusing to answer, 
and now he would be compelled to answer.

President McKinley and John Wana- 
maker Bandied Words Over the 
Latter’s Recent Speech.

NEW YORK, June 3.—Dispatches from 
Philadelphia tell of a slight but friendly 
tiff between President McKinley and John 
Wanamaker at the opening of the Commer- 
cial Congress there yesterday.

The President then took the former Post- 
master-General’s arm and the two moved 
off through the building. There was a sigh 
of relief and the incident was the theme of 
conversation. The President, it is said, 
felt keenly the attack of Mr. Wanamaker, 
made as it was two weeks ago on the night 
of McKinley’s arrival here to attend the 
Washington Monument Dedication.

BLOODSHED STILL FEARED. 


Standing Elk Has Made a Confession 
Which May Cost Severa: In- 
dians Their Lives. 


MILES CITY,-Mont., June 3.—Sheriff Gibb 
returned last night from the Cheyenne 
agency. He says the Indian situation is very 
grave indeed. He reports 200 or more In- 
dians off the reservation and scattered in the 
hills. Their warwhoop can be heard fre- 
quently, and the dancing continues. Old 
settlers look for trouble. 

The Sheriff's posse, 300 strong, under com- 
mand of Stock Inspector Smith and Capt. 
Brown, are now stationed in small num- 
bers in and about the settlements near the 
reservation to protect the remaining set- 
tlers and prevent the destroying of property 
by the Indians. 

Indian Agent Stouch would not deliver 
the prisoner, Badger, up to the Sheriff when 
called upon to do so, saying he was afraid, 
but said he would escort Badger off the 
reservation, Friday, with troops, and de- 
liver him to the authorities. The Sheriff 

laced Capt. Stouch under arrest, but left 

im at liberty until summoned by County 
Attorne Porter, 

The Sheriff also has a warrant for Capt. 
Reid, who has charge of the troops from 
Fort Custer, located at the reservation. 

it is not known among the Indians in 
the hills that Badger is in the guard house. 
When this becomes known and he is re- 
moved from the reservation, it is feared 
the Indians will make a break to recover 
him if possible. If this is done there will 
be great loss of life on both sides. The 
Sherif brought tn orders for a large 
amount of ammunition and rifles, and an- 
other posse of 100 or more wil! be formed 
and accompany him back to the reserva- 
tion which he expects to reach Thursday 
night or early Friday morning. 

County Attorney T. J. Porter has _ re- 
ceived orders from Gov. Smith that he 
direct the Sheriff to take a posse of all cit. 
izens that can be obtained, exhaust all 
means to secure sufficient posse to enforce 
the service of warrants, both on the In- 
dian murderers and Indian Agent Stouch, 
and that the militia will be ordered out if 
Recessary, saying that the law of Montana 
must be enforced with caution and firm- 
nes. 


LEE, Mont., June 3.—The latest advices 
from the scene of the Cheyenne Ind'an 
trouble are to the effect that Standing E!k 
has confessed complicity in the murder of 
John Hoover, the Gerdaasan. implicating 
Philip Stanley, Sam Crow and Chief Red 
Bird. Capt, Stouch, the Indian Agent, wl] 
surrender the prisoners to Sheriff Gibb Fri- 
ont: but it is not likely they will ever reach 
Miies City, as the settlers seem determined 
to lynch them.

HALF MILLION DOLLARS OF 
+ PROPERTY DESTROYED. 


HELP FROM ~ WASHINGTON. 


A High Wind Was Blowing and It

ALEXANDRIA, Va., June 3.—The greatest 
conflagration that has ever visited Alexan-

One of the companies which Messrs. Wall 
& Whittemore represent offers a tor- 
nado policy, and the individual named Hor- 
ton got a lot of tornado literature and went 
South with it.

They readily insured in sums of from 
$300 to $1,000, and paid from 60 cents to $2 
as first premiums. The receipts were made 
in the name of Wall & Whittemore, from 
whom policies were to issue. 

Mr. Whittemore says that all receipts 
signed by Horton are frauds. They do not 
know Horton. 

“Why don’t you send the police after 
him?” asked a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

‘Police, be d——d,’’ said Mr. Whittemore. 
“They might catch him in three wecks, if 
we paid for it. A paper like the Post-Dis- 
yatch can stop the humbug in two hours.

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SPANISH CABINET 
HAS; RESIGNED, 


ACTION FORCED BY THE ATTTI- 
TUDE OF THE LIBERALS. 


ITS EFFECT IS UNCERTAIN. 


Gecretary Sherman Believes It Will 
Wot Better the Condition of 
the Cubans. 


MATRID, June 3.—A Cabinet council] was 
held to-day, the Queen Regent presiding. 
The retiring Premier, Senor Canovas del 
Castillo, made a long statement regard- 
ing Cuba, the Philippine Islands, the in- 
ternal situations and the relations between 
Bpain and the United States, which led 
to his resignation. 

Her Majesty declared herself satisfied with 
the explanation of Senor Canovas, and 
begged him to continue the Government un- 
til the crisis was solved. 

Senator Canovas, after the Council, sald 
the Queen Regent had asked him to tele- 
graph Gen. Campos, asking him to come to 
Madrid, and that the latter had replied that 
he would arrive here to-omofrow. 

Senor Canovas said that a solution of the 
crisis would be difficult and will depend up- 
on the conference between the Queen Re- 
gent, Gen. Campos and Senor Sagasta, the 
Liberal leader. It is said the latter is pre- 
pared to apply extensive reforms to Cuba 
through the instrumentality of Gen. Cam- 
pos, who, it is believed, will soon succeed 
Gen. Weyler as Captain-General of Cuba. 


MADRID, June 3.—The Premier, Senor 
Oanovas del Castillo, has tendered to the 
Queen Regent the resignation of the Cabi- 
net, owing to the difficulty of the Minis- 
ters experienced in carrying on the 
Government, in view of the _ situation 
caused by the refusal of the Liberals to 
take part in the deliberations of the 
Cortes. 

The attitude of the Liberals is due to the 
personal encounter between the Duke of 
Tetuan, the Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
and Prof. Comas, a Liberal Senator, on 
May 21, when the Duke slapped the face 


of the Senator after a heated debate on the 
Morgan belligerency resolutions adopted 
by the United States Senate. 

Senor Canovas del Castillo is quoted as 
saying that not even the members of the 
Cabinet knew of his intention to resign 
until his resignation had been effected. 

The published statement that the Span- 
ish Government has-received a note from 
the Government of the United States, dis- 
approving of the retention of Gen. Weyler 
as Captain-General of Cuba, is semi-of- 
ficially denied. ;

The motion to sustain the Speaker was 
carried by a majority of only five votes 
out of a total of 185. Only little more 
than half of the members were present 


‘and voting, but the result is significant 


for the reason that on all such test votes 
heretofore taken during this session the 
majority in favor of the Speaker has been 
overwhelming. 

The spectacle presented by the most 
representative, and what, under a popu- 
lar form of government, should be the 
most important branch of the national 
Legislature, has been disgraceful to the 
Republican majority of that body, and 
hardly less so to a minority in no way re- 
sponsible for it. 

It is encouraging to see an indication of 
revolt against the tendency to abdication 
of the legislative function of the House, 
The people have come to regard even the 
Flow and ponderous processes of the Sen- 
ate, which preserve the rights of mem- 
bers, as less of a reproach to republican 
institutions and mofe in accord with the 
spirit of legislative government than the 
degradation of the House under Czar 
Reed,

The first skirmish of the Second Great 
Battle has been fought. The result Is 


in the highest degree encouraging to} 


Democrats and to all friends of the 
people. 

‘Mr. Lioyd’s victory in the First. Mis- 
souri District was so decisive that it may 
be accepted as definitely settling two im- 
portant points. The first of these points 
is that the great issues presented by the 
Chicago platform are growing in strength 
with the people, The second point is 
that the regenerated Democracy is helped 
rather than hurt by a stern refusal to 
compromise with the bolters and traitors 
of 1896, 

There was no doubt at any stage of the 
campaign as to Mr, Lioyd’s election.

Beginning promptly with the New Year 
the following firms ‘cut wages or shut 
down their works, in many cases forcing 
their employes into strikes: Tllinois Steel 
Company,, cut wages; Horn Coal Co., Du 
Quoin, Ill., cut wages; Mueller &.Hell- 
man's Shoe Co., cut wages; Maple Hill 
Mines, Barton, O., strike; Massillon, O., 
mines, cut wages; Niedringhaus Rolling 
Mills, St. Louis, cut wages; American 
Rattan Works, cut wages; Bridge & 
Beach, stovemakers, reduced number of 
employes and cut wages; Tudor Iron 
Mills, East St, Louis, shut down; Pan- 
handle Mine, Pittsburg mining district, 
belonging to Mark Hanna, cut wages to 
starvation point; Keystone Rolling Mill 
and other plants at Pittsburg, in which 
Mark Hanna is tinterésted, cut wages; 
Old Dominion Copper Co., Globe, Ariz., 
shut down; Keb mines, Ottumwa, Io., 
imported colored miners to take place of 
white strikers; Belleville Nail Mills, cut 
wages; Westinghouse Air Brake Co., cut 
wages; Tennessee Coal and Iron Co., cut 
wages; Rockford, LIL, cooper shops, cut 
wages, forcing a lockout; Journeyman 
Horseshoerg of St. Louis on strike for 
scale wages; building trades workers of 
Chicago foreed to strike; 4,000 miners at 
Jellico, Ky,, forced to strike; 3,500 miners 
in Tennessee struck against reduction; 
Thurmond mines, West Virgiana, cut 
down wages of 3,000 miners; 22,000 tail- 
ors in New York forced to strike against 
starvation wages; Sandoval, Ill, mines 
closed indefinitely, 

Besides this, on Jan, 28 the police and 
charity organizations reported 20,000 men 
idle in St. Louis and at least*60,000 in 
dire need of food, clothing and fuel. The 
Iilinois Legislature took official notice 
recently of the fact that the coal miners 
of the State were starving, and ordered 
an investigation, And every few days 
some poor wretch has fallen out of the 
ranks of the destitute and despairing by 
ending his own life. 

This is how prosperity came as the re- 
sult of McKinley's election. What would 
the people not give for another chance 
at the “Advance Agent of Prosperity!”

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 3.—The fight 
against Thomas N. Vallins, the Pinkerton 
Chief of Police, is assuming a new phase. 
To explain the situation it is necessary to 
begin about two months ago when Henry 
3. Julian wags asked to resign “his office by 
the néw Police Commissioners, Messrs. 
Scarritt and Gregory. At that time Jullan 
was in tho midst of a fight against the Mis- 
sourt & Kansas Telephone Co., whose men 
Julian had ordered arrested for tearing up 
the streets of Kansas City without the 
proper authority. Julian then claimed that 
the case was one for the State to prosecute 
and that Gov. Stephens would provide 
State funds for counsel. But after 
the arrest of the men the Gov- 
ernor refused to act and Julian’s 


enemies believed that he had acted of his 
own volition and without any express 
romise of support from the Governor. The 
Lar facet antl he altarned 
also fa o ins 
to take up the case. Prosecuting Attorney 
Lowe was urged to act, but he, toa, de- 
clined to takis a hand further than to dis- 
miss the cases. Every opportunity was 
iven Mr. Lowe to take a position in de- 
ense of the rights of the city as guaranteed 
by the State statute. When hia was ask 
to resign Julian sent a communication to 
the Police Commissioners stating the status 
of the case against the telephone company 
and asking that it take some action, and 
hereby hangs the story. 

The letter is now published for the first 
time. It is not known beyond a few per- 
sons, aside from the Police Commissioners, 
that it exists. Presumably it lies buried, 
or rather officially suppressed, in the 

rivate archives of the ommissioners. It 
oe never been acted upon and the record 
bears no trace of it. The letter in full is as 
follows: 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 2, 1897.—To 
the Honorable Board of Police Commis- 
sioners, City. Dear Sirs: Orders were 
given a few days ago to arrest em- 
yJloyes of the Telephone Company for 
tearing up the streets of the oity. My 
action in giving such orders has been 
criticised because such orders were not 
given sooner. No official notice was 
served on me that the Telephone Com- 
pany contemplated tearing up the streets 
for the purpose of laying their conduits. 
The first knowledge I had of such ac- 
tion on the part of the Telephone Com- 
pany was on seeing the streets torn up 
some time after ae | had begun. I then 
began looking up the question as to 
whether I had the power to stop them, 
satisfied as I was that they were not 
complying with the law of the State. 

After investigation it became apparent 
the question would resolve itself into a 
legal controversy and that the Police 
Department had no one to represent it, 
so I concluded that I would defer action 
until} I had consulted Gov. Stephens, At 
my first opportunity I went to Jefferson 
City and jgid the whole matter before 
the Governidr. I called his attention toa 
law passed by the General Assembly in 
1895 requiring as a condition precedent 
that all cities before they could grant a 
franchise should put it up at auction 
and award it to the highest bidder; that 
after the law’ went into effect the Tele- 
phone Company and the West Bide Klec- 
tric Line procured of the Common Coun- 
cil of this city to go through the forms 
of granting them franchises to lay con- 
duits and a street railway in the streets 
of Kansas City; that as an executive of- 
ficer of the law, whose duty it was to en- 
force the statutes of the State and the 
ordinances of the city, I conceived it to 
be my duty when it appeared an ordi- 
nance was in conflict with the statute 
to hold the ordinance void and g@nforce 
the statute as the paramount law. 

I also pointed out to his excellency 
that such action on the part of the 
Chief of Police would eventuate a legal 
battle in which the corporations would 
have the best legal talent in the State 
at their command and the Police De- 
partment would have no one to repre- 
sent it, and suggested to him that Gen. 
James M. Lewis of St. Louis, C. O., 
Tichenor and J. W. Snyder of this city 
should be retained under the powers 
— him by the appropriation “to en- 
orce the laws of the State.” 

He directed me that if I conceived it to 
be my duty to enforce this law to go 
ahead and if necessary make arrests, 
I took it for granted that counsel would 
be retained as I had requested. I came 
back and put the men under arrest and 
telegraphed him my action and request- 
ed to be allowed counsel. The Governor 
answered my telegram by a letter as 
follows: 

“When you told me that these men 
were ignoring a plain statute and that 
it was your duty to enforce this fran- 
chise law 1 suggested that you should 
first know you were right and then go 
ahead regardless of the consequences, 
Now that new Commissioners have been 
selected, it might be well before you do 
anything to confer with them. I am 
sure that in overy effort you make to 
uphold the law and enforce it that they 
will co-operate with you.”’ 

Pursuant to these directions I hereby 
refer the whole matter to your honor- ' 
able body with the request that you 
pass a resolution requesting the Gover- 
nor to retain counsel and to request

This physician was the last person who 
saw Caufield alive; he treated his many 
wounds and he was in possession of facts 
that might have been placed before the jury; 
yet he had no opportunity to relate them. 

As stated in Wednesday’s Post-Dispatch 
Caufield was found on the pavement in 
front of 210 South Second street at 3 o’clock 
in the morning. He was railroaded to the 
City Dispensary in a hurry-up wagon &as 
a common drunk, was there pronounced a 
eufferer from alcoholism and rattled away 
to the City Hospital, 

At this institution a brief examination 
convinced the surgeons the man was dy- 
ing. 
bruised in a number of places. 

Dr. Reber was particular in this case, as 
{t was unusual—a man being brought from 
the Dispensary and said to be suffering 
from alcoholism—yet proving to be fatally 
wounded—and. he personally examined the 
patient. 

He found bruises all over the body, which 
he sald were the result of kicks, or other 
blows. 

“Could they have been produced by the 
fall?” was asked. 

“They could not,” he replied.

GOLDBUGS’ ARE 


Maj. P. P, Johnson of Lexington Tells 
How the Blue Grass State Is 
Lining Up. 


Maj. P. P. Johnson of Lexington, Ky., 
is at the Southern. Maf, Johnson ts one of 
the most prominent Democratic politicians 
in the Blue Grass State. He is Chairman 
of the Democratic State Central Committee 
and is a leading bimetallist. 

Maj. Johnson was at Frankfort Wednes- 
day. He was the Temporary Chairman of 
the Kentucky Democratic State conven- 
tion, which is now in progregs. After call- 
ing the convention to order, Chairman 
Johnson excused himself and started for 
St. Louis, arriving here Thursday morning. 
He is a prominent breeder of trotting 
horses, and is on his way to Denver on 
business connected with his stock farm, He 
will leave St. Louis for the West Thurs- 
day night. 

Maj. Johnson is a typical Kentuckian in 
appearance and manner. He expresses 
much regret that the gold standard fallacy 
should have found such a strong foothold 
in his State, and with all the aggressive- 
ness of his Kentucky nature he has battled 
for bimetallism ever since the cause was 
made a political issue. 

‘Kentucky is coming into line easily 
enough,” said Maj. Johnson to a reporter 
for the Post-Dispatch at the Southern 
Thursday morning, “and I am glad to say 
to the Missourl Democrats that we will be 
found on the side of bimetallism in 1900. At 
our convention now being held at Frank- 
fort, the sentiment is so strongly in favor of 
silver that the occasion is practically a 
grand rally in favor of the cause.

CLAIMS THE CLARK AVENUE 
BRIDGE IS UNNECESSARY. 


AN AVOIDANCE OF CONTRACT. 


Why the City Authorities Insist Upon 
the Enforcement of an Ordi- 
nance to the Letter. 


Diplomatic relations between the City of 
St. Touls and the Terminal Railroad As- 
sociation have been temporarily suspended. 

The city is determined to build a bridge 
over Clark avenue and make the railroad 
pay its agreed share of $160,000 for the 
work of construction; while the road not 
only declines to ‘‘pony up,’” but goes some- 
what behind the returns and sets up the 
plea that a bridge on Clark avenue is not 
necessary. 

And thereby hangs a tale that with all its 
legal solemnities of fact has some ludi- 
crous features. 

In 1891 the Municipal Assembly passed an 
ordinance ‘‘authorizing the establishment 
and maintenance of a union depot in St. 
Louis and the construction of a depot and 
passenger station in. over and upon cer- 


tain streets and alleys, and to provide for 
Vacating certain streets and alleys.’’ Under 
and by virtue of this ordinance the city 
vacated half a dozen streets and the Union 
Station was built, with all its attendant 
train sheds and terminal tracks. 

Before the great station was begun, 
trouble arose. City officials claim that 
from the very outset the depot company 
seemed disposed to ignore the rights of 
the municipality. That, in short, the first 
obstreperous movement made by the cor- 
poration was to violate its agreement ag to 
the building line. 

The ordinance prescibed that ‘‘the north- 
ern front line of said Union Depot build- 
ing shall be at least forty feet south of 
and distant frgm the present south line of 
Market street, fifteen feet of which shall 
be considered a penile street, subject to the 
regulations of the street department.’”’ 

This was disregarded by the company, 
which at its own sweet will and pleasure 
constructed its frontway to suit itself. 

Here is where the municipality began to 
kick. There were threats of injunctions and 
various other legal proceedings, all of which 
amounted to nothing. The company went 
right along with its work, according to its 
plans and specifications, and the matter of 
overbuilding was soon forgotten. Probably 
the city made its mistake just there. It 
should have fought out the violation of the 
ordinance. The company, having broken one 
of the commandments, does not appear to 
stand in any awe of the others. 

There is a provision in this agreement that 
“in consideration of the rights and privi- 
leges herein granted, said Union Depot Co. 
of St. Louis and said Terminal] Railroad 
Association of St. Louis, or their successors 
or assigns, hereby agree that should the 
city of St. Louis at any time provide by 
ordinance for the building of a bridge over 
Clark avenue between ighteenth street 
and Twentieth street, the said Union Depot 
Co. and Terminal! Rallroad Association shall 
pay into the city treasury as part payment 
of the construction of said bridge the sum 
of $150,000, and shall; for each bridge here- 
after constructed across its railroa tracks, 
between Ninth and Eighteenth streets, pay 
into the city treasury the sum of $15,000, 
said payments to be made within thirty 
days after the construction of said bridge 
or bridges is commenced.”’ 

This would seem to be explicit enough, 
but the average reader will utterly fall to 
observe the big hole left in the ordinance 
for the escapement of the Union Depot and 
Terminal companies. 


In 1898 there came a demand upon the 
Board of Public Improvements and the 
Municipal Assembly for the building of a 
bridge over the Terminal tracks on Clark 
avenue. A careful investigation followed, 
a necessity was declared to exist and the 
board prepared an ordinance, which was 
passed by the board, providing for the 
construction of such a bridge between 
EKighteenth and Twentieth streets, with ap- 
proaches on Seventeenth and Twenty-first 
streets. The companies fought the meas- 
ure, and it failed in the Assembly. 

Then came the most remarkable legal 
quibble since that of Shylock and his pound 
of flesh. It was admitted by the companies 
that they had agreed to help build a Selden 
between signtesnth and Twentieth, but 
they claimed they had nothing to*do with 
any sospened bridge between Seventeenth 
and Twenty-first. This was equal to Portia’s | 


decision admitting the pound of flesh, but 
holding that no blood should be spilled. 

However, the city authorities made an- 
other study of the situation and decided to 
meet the corporation on its own ground. 
Another ordinance was prepared by the 
Board of Public Improvements, 
the construction of a bridge, with ap- 
proaches, between Eighteenth and Twen- 
tieth streets. 

This involved a feat of engineering skill 
uite unequaled in modern history. But 

ridge Commissioner Gaylor was —— to 
the emergency. He drew the plans for ap- 
roaches beginning at Eighteenth and 

wentieth streets on Market, ascending 

gradually to Clark avenue, with turns of 
a somewhat sudden character on Clark av- 
enue. The formation is rectangular, and 
if the Board of Public Improvements 
chuckled when it contemplated Mr. Gay- 
lor’s plane there is no record of it. 

Finding the ordinance provided, as the 
city authorities presuppose, for the pay- 
ment of the $150,000 by the Terminal within 
thirty days from the beginning of con- 
struction work, the sum of $1,000 was ap- 
propriated to pay for the preliminary sur- 
veys and the erection of piers on Clark 
avenue. ' 

Last Tuesday Mr Gaylor and his survey- 
ors proceeded to the Union Station and no- 
tified Manager Bryan of their intentions, 
Mr. Bryan rather aston'shed the officers 
by refusing them admission to the station 
proper. hey thereupon reported back to 
Street Commissioner Milner and President 
McMath of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments, who in turn referred the matter to 
City Counselor Marshall. 

The City Counselor nearly fell off his 
echair when he heard of the attitude taken 
by the Terminal people.
